EXPLANATION

This bill makes miscellaneous education=related changes to
Code provisions as follows:

CONFIDENTIAL RECORDS. Code section 22.7, subsection 1, is
amended to establish that the provision does not prohibit a
school corporation or educational institution from
transferring student records electronically to other school
corporations or educational iInstitutions in accordance with
the department of education®s comprehensive management
information system and uniform coding and reporting system.

Code section 299A.11 is amended to Provide that "personal
information in records regarding a child receiving competent
private instruction” includes the child"s name and home
aﬂdreﬁgidand any other information that personally identifies
the child.

PREFERENCES. Code section 73.1 is amended to include
school districts participating in a federal school breakfast
program within an exemption from a provision that requires
governing bodies in the state to use only those products and
provisions grown and coal produced within the state of lowa
when they are found in marketable quantities, are of a
suitable quality, and are no more costly than products from
other states and countries. Currently, school districts
participating in the federal school lunch program are exempt.

STUDENT STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION MEMBER. Code section
256 .5A is amended to increase the term of the nonvoting
student member of the state board of education from one year
to two years, and provides that the student must be enrolled
in grade 10 when apPIying for the appointment. Currently, a
student may be enrolled 1n grade 10 or 11 at the time the
student applies.

DEPARTMENTAL EMPLOYMENT OF PROFESSIONAL STAFF. Code
section 256.10, subsection 2, is amended by striking a
provision that prohibits the dismissal of a member of the
professional staff for cause without appropriate due process
procedures, but adds that the person must not be dismissed
without an opportunity to meet with the director of education.
The bill also adds that appointments to the professional staff
mgst be made without reference to sexual orientation or gender
identity.

SCHOOL NURSE DEFINITION AND SCOPE OF RESPONSIBILITIES.
Code section 256.11 is amended to replace Ian%uage defining
"school nurse" with language providing that the scope of

ractice of a school nurse shall be as established by the
oard of nursing.

AMERICAN INDIAN EDUCATION EXPENSES. Code section 256.30
provides for the distribution and administration of moneys in
excess of federal moneys to pay the expense of educating
American Indian children residing in the Sac and Fox Indian
settlement. The bill eliminates language that requires the
tribal council to submit an annual report to the department of
education accounting for expenditure of the moneys and
requires the department of education to certify compliance
before the department of management can approve allotment of
the moneys.

SPECIAL EDUCATION RIGHTS AND DUTIES. Code section 256B.2
is amended to add to the definition of "children requiring
special education'™ a provision allowing such a child who
reaches age 21 during an academic year to elect to continue to
receive special education services until the academic year
ends. A conforming change is made to Code section 256B.8.



Code section 256B.6 is amended to ﬁrovide that when a child
requiring special education attains_the_age of majority or is
incarcerated in a correctional institution, the rights of the
child®s parent or ?uardian transfers to the child, and any
notice to that child"s parent or guardian must also be
provided to the child. |If the child is determined to be
incompetent, these rights shall be exercised by the person
appointed to represent the educational interest of the child.

ACCREDITED NONPUBLIC SCHOOL PUPIL ENROLLMENT. Code section
257.6 is amended to specify that accredited nonpublic school
pupils receiving classes or services funded by federal grants
or allocations shall not be counted in a school district"s
enrollment as shared=time or part=time pupils. The bill makes
a conforming change to Code section 257.37, subsection 4.

SUPPLEMENTARY WEIGHTING. Code section 257.11 is amended to
provide that a pupil who is eligible for special education
weighting is not also eligible for supplementary weighting
unless the course generating the_supplementary weighting has
no relationship to the pupil®s disability.

REPORTING ALLEGED MISCONDUCT. Code section 272.15,
subsection 2, is amended to allow, rather than require, an
employee of the department of education to report alleged
misconduct by an individual licensed by the board of
educational examiners, that the employee becomes aware of iIn
the course of performing official duties.

AEA BUDGET DEADLINES. Code section 273.3 is amended to
extend the dates by which area education agency proposed
budgets must be reviewed, approved, or returned by the state
board and resubmitted to the state board if not approved.

SCHOOL AND AEA BOARD PAYMENTS AND WARRANTS. Code section
279.30 is amended to allow the board of directors of a school
district or of an AEA to direct deposit a payment at a
financial institution specified by the person entitled to the
money. Code section 291.1; Code section 291.6, subsections 3
and 4; and Code sections 291.7, 291.8, 291.12, and 291.14 are
amended to replace references to 'books™, 'registers', and
"warrants'" with references to payments, electronic funds
t;ansfers, and "accounting records'™ and to make related
changes.

S%HOOL FUNDS FOR GIFTS. Code sections 279.42 and 298A_.13
are amended to give school districts the option of
establishing a permanent fund for gifts received and to allow
school districts to deposit funds received from gifts,
devises, and bequests Into a trust or permanent fund; and to
strike the word 'agency'" from Code section 279.42 as agency
funds are not used for deposit of gifts.

CODE CORRECTIONS. The bill makes corrections to Code
section 256.9 to change references to model end=of=course
assessments, to Code section 259A.1 to change references to
sugjects covered by high school e%U|valency diploma tests, to
Code section 282.1 to change a reference, and to Code section
399-1_t0 refer to the board of directors of a public school

istrict.

ENROLLMENT OF PERSON LISTED ON SEX OFFENDER REGISTRY. Code
section 282.9, subsection 1, is amended to notwithstand Code
chapter 282, relating to school attendance and tuition, rather
than notwithstanding only Code section 282.18, the Code
section relating to open enrollment. The language of Code
section 282.9, subsection 1, provides that prior to knowingly
enrolling a student who is required to register as a sex
offender, the school district"s board of directors must
determine the educational placement of the individual and
place notice of that consideration on the board"s tentative
meeting agenda. If the board denies enrollment to the
individual, the school district of residence must provide the
individual with educational services in an alternative
setting.

OPEN_ ENROLLMENT BY SIBLING. Code section 282.18,
subsection 4, is amended to require that a receiving district
approve a transfer request submitted after March 1 of the
preceding school year if the sibling of the pupil for whom the
request i1s made is already participating in open enrollment to
the receiving district. The bill makes a conforming change to
Code section 282.18, subsection 5.

EVALUATOR TRAINING PROGRAM. Code section 234.10,
subsection 2, is amended to give program enrollment preference
to other practitioners who_are not beginning teachers.
Currently, only school administrators are given preference.

AEA TRANSPORTATION DISPUTE RESOLUTION. The bill adds a new
provision to Code section 285.9 to assign the duty of
reviewing and resolving all transportation disputes between



districts to the AEA boards.

SCHOOL BUS == DEFINITION. Code section 321.1, subsection
69, is amended to strike from an exemption to the definition
of "'school bus", Ianguaﬁe that includes a vehicle operated for
the transportation of children to or from school activities.
Currently, the definition is limited to transportation of
children to or from school. The bill makes a conforming
amendment to Code section 321.373 to provide that every school
bus, including those used to transport students to school
activities, must be constructed and equipped to meet specified
safety standards. However, the bill amends Code section
321.376 to provide that certificate of qualification and
approved course of instruction requirements do not apply to
persons driving pupils to activities in nine=passenger
vehicles.

APPROVED COURSES FOR DRINKING DRIVERS. Code sections
321J.3 and 321J.17 are amended to expand the providers of
drinking driver courses supervised and approved by the
department of education to include "other approved providers",
which the bill defines in Code section 321J.22, as providers
of courses offered out of state. The out=of=state providers
must prove to the department®s satisfaction that the course is
comparable to those offered by community colleges and
substance abuse treatment pro%rams- The bill establishes that
other approved providers ma e requested to meet the same
reporting requirements as the community colleges and substance
abuse treatment programs.

DUTIES OF THE COUNTY ATTORNEY. The bill amends Code
section 331.756, subsection 7, which specifies the duties of
county attorneys, to eliminate a requirement that county
attorneys give advice or a written opinion, without
compensation, to school officers upon request.

CODE SECTIONS REPEALED. The bill repeals the following:

1. Code section 256.20, which permits school districts to
request approval from the state board of education for a pilot
project for a year=around three=semester school year.

2. Code section 256.23, which establishes a recruitment
and advancement program to provide for the allocation of
grants to school corporations for pilot projects that
encourage the advancement of women and minorities to
administrative positions.
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
